Cleveland Murder Recalled. 


Chicago. Sept. 4.—Henry Kearney, 


a colored man. is being held by the 
local police on the suspicion that he 
was concerned in the murder of Hor 
ben Xoyes. a young broker and soci- 
ety man of Cleveland, on the nigbt of 
Hay 24. lp-">0. Kearney has made an 
affidavit which, he says, contains all 
his knowledge of the crime, but the 
police believe that . he knows more 
about the affair than be has yet told. 
The story of the colored man is to the 
eSect that while he was not directly 
implicated in the crime, he watched 
the killing from across the street. The 
actual killing was, he claims, done by 
a man named "LJghtfoot" and another 
man whose name he does not know. 
Kearney was an inmate of the Bride- 
well in this city until a few days ago. 
and claims that at tbe time he was &&, 
inmate of the institution "Lightfoot" 
was also a prisoner there. The latter 
has since been released, bat the police 
believe they will be able to find 
within a short time. 


Filipino Bandits Punished. 


Washington. Sept. 4.—The outrages 


committed fay armed guerrillas and 
bandits against 
innocent 
Filipinos 


continue to be rigorously dealt with 
by the authorities in the Philippines. 
The records in about 20 new cases 
have been received at the war depart- 
ment.
